HOW CAN I-HELP WIN THE WAR?

“YONDERFUL have been the changes brought about 

\ \ } by the past few months. ‘That opulent old gentle- 

' men; Uncle Sam, has at last realized that there is 

a certain kind of. brute force which can be met 

only by brute force: that there is no use reasoning with the 

kind of man who simply rolls ‘up his sleeves and starts to 

pummel you. And promptly upon seeing this, old Samuel, 

bless him, has gotten busy; he has stripped off coat and vest, 

rolled up his‘sleeves and dug up the almost forgotten dumb- 

bells. With much groaning and puffing and perspirations at 

first, the indolent one has gone into training and already the 

muscles begin to show again through the erstwhile layer of 

fat. And hear me, gentlemen, the old boy is “coming back” ! 

Soon you will see him trained down fine; lean; gaunt and hard 

as nails; the same old boy who has more than once proven 
that he can whip his weight in wild cats. seas 

And that is just what he will have to do. He is up against 
a nation of wild cats; not only real fighters, but unscruplous. 
fighters—fighters who will scratch, bite, strike below the belt, 
trip him’ if- he is for one moment unwary, or: will use any 
other means, fair or foul; whose only question of:any plan of 
action is “Can we get away with it?” not, “Is it right?” or 
“Is it fair ?”—but only “Will it work?” Samuel is fighting not 
a race of gentlemen as in his previous wars, but a nation tem- 
porarily gone stark raving mad. 

Who but mad men would sink hospital ships, shoot un- 
armed stretcher-bearers, and throw bombs into hospitals? 
Who but mad men would: parade the streets of a town, even 
though drunk, with babies stuck upon their bayonets; would 
crucify prisoners, pinning them to barn doors with bayonets 
through their hands and feet and stomachs? Or hamstring 
them by cutting tendons at their wrists and ankles, making 
them absolutely helpless for life? Who but maniacs would 
remove preserves from jars in the pantries of houses they 
occupy, refill the jars with their own dung, and carefully. re- 
place them on the shelves as a pleasant little surprise for the 
returning owner? Who but maniacs would drive the women 
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of territories they Occupy insane—not by dozens but by thou- 
sands? 

And mind you it is not only the Germans. Their col- 
leagues in culture are also a playful crew, and “efficient.” Oh 
very. Why even the Turks, who drove the Armenians into 
rivers and drowned them hundreds at a time; or stood them 
in lock-step formation, close up, so that one bullet would kill 
four or five—all to save ammunition! You know one doesn’t 
really mind being shot so much, but it is galling to be consid- 
ered worth only one-fourth of a bullet. Sort of cheapens one. 

And then there are the Austro-Hungarians. According 
to a recent dispatch Dr. Tresic Pavicic, a member of the 
Austro-Hungarian Chamber of Deputies, reported before The 
Hungarian. Parliament, Austro-Hungarian atrocities againsi 
the Serbians: Stated that civilians were drowned, burned 
alive, hung, and shot down with machine guns, without pre- 
tence of trial. He stated that they were made to dig their 
own graves, and lie in them to be shot, those still alive shovel- 
ing the dirt in until their turn came. There is a delicate sense 
of humor about this last which the more or less uncultured 
American hardly grasps. ° 

We used to say, “Oh pshaw, such things are not conceiv- 
able; they are inventions pure and simple.” But now our own 
boys are returning—our own observers, and among them such 
men as Newell Dwight Hillis, Leon Dabo and scores of oth- 
ers. They are bringing us not hearsay, but their evidence as 
witnesses—and the same awful tale they tell, merely piling up 
details, It is interesting to note that already two of our own 
boys, unarmed, who had made a stretcher of blankets and 
were carrying. a wounded comrade, have been shot; that al- 
ready. one of our Red Cross ambulances has been riddled with 
rapid fire from a low-flying German airplane, and that a cap- 
tured American sentry has had his throat cut. 

We speak of these things calmly; the printed type stands 
quietly in line; the page doesn’t burst into flame as one might 
almost expect. But, Brother mine, desn’t it make you tingle? 
Doesn’t it make your trigger finger itch? This sort of thing 
doesn’t send the true American up in the air sputtering and 
gesticulating. But watch him; you will see a cold glint in his 
eye, and you will see his right hand creep quietly toward 
his holster. 

Said the Kaiser to Gerard: “I will take no nonsense 
from the United States after this war.” And he was right! 
Poor old Kaiser Bill! He may not know it yet, but what he 
will take from us during this war won’t be all nonsense, either! 

But keep in mind that it means work and sacrifice; your 
work and mine—your sacrifice and mine—not the other fel- 
low’s. Millions must march in step, and other millions must 
swing strong right arms witb unfailing rythm. A great many 
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thought that when we got in, the war would be over in a 
month. They assured us that Germany was nearly ready to 
crack; and she n€arly cracked—Italy; that Germany would 
soon break; and she did break—Russia! Make no mistake, 
Brother, there is a long, hard fight ahead—there is work and 
work; and sacrifice and sacrifice. But it will be a glorious 
fight—and please God the end will be glorious too. If it be 
not so, we might better all die. 

And so the boys are rising. From every hillside and val- 
‘ley they flock to the colors. Sh! man, but it’s something to 
see! Your chum; your son; my brother; all gone to fight for 
a clean, free world—and very particularly for a very clean and 
free America. _Everywhere you turn there is kahki and blue, 
blue and kahki. And every uniform is a flaming sign which 
reads, “l’m going—what are you doing? l’m going to fight— 
how are you helping?” Every time we see one we should ask, 
“How can I help?” 

Of course we can all pay our measly little taxes. And 
every time a clerk says “twenty cents war tax” we can smile— 
yes grin, damit, grin like Chesire cats, and rejoice that to that 
extent we are helping! But that is not enough; our women 
are doing better than that with their never weary knitting 
needles. Nor will the buying of Liberty Bonds satisfy your 
true American—important as that is. 

This country is filled today with people who are aching 
to help, who are fairly pestering the government in their eager- 
ness; and this is true of not only the youngsters who are free 
to go over, but of men who are tied at home by obligations 
and family ties. 

We all want to help—we all want to show Uncle Sam 
what we think of him—vwe all want to show the world that our 
old Uncle Sam has a punch or two left in his system still. 
And so every time the old gentlemen says “Do thus”—lo, it is 
done! 

At the outset no one could make good lenses but the Ger- 
mans. We hadn’t the quartz nor the technique nor the experi- 
ences. Said Samuel, “J want lenses’; and bless you we are 
making better lenses ‘today than Germany ever made—and all 
we need of them. 

Said he to the automobile man—“I want the best. airplane 
motor going’’—and lo, the manufacturers gave up freely their 
jealously guarded trade secrets, gave freely their time and un- 
tiring efforts, and in about forty days had produced and tested 
and proven the “Liberty Motor.” He wanted a motor truck— 
in nineteen days'they had produced it and had it on the road. 
Today they are turning them out by thousands and the nut 
made in California fits the bolt made in Maine! 

He wanted a couple of trifling loans—over subscribed! 
One hundred million for Red Cross—over subscribed! Thirty- 
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five million for Y. M. C. A. work—over subscribed! Ten 
million more members for the Red Cross—and the mark has 
been passed. He wanted thousands of meff to work (without 
remuneration) on the draft boards—and the first draft quotas 
are in camp! He wanted engineers—they are in France and 
in camps, and thousands more are impatiently awaiting their 
call to duty. He wanted two thousand dentists for the Re- 
serve Corps—and he has five thousand or more. And so all 
along the line. 

Are Americans in the war heart and soul? Huh! Has 
Prussian frightfulness sent them scurrying to the ranks of the 
Bolsheviki? Huh! 

But while the stay-at-home physician is examining draft 
men and the stay-at-home lawyer is giving hours of time as- 
sisting men with their questionaires, and the stay-at-home 
manufacturer is making their arms and clothes and what not; 
while the stay-at-home scientist is designing motors and other 
marvels of which you will hear after the war, but which are 
going to win it for you, the great question arises, what can the 
stay-at-home dentist do? 

If there is any one man to whom our profession should 
be grateful today it is that quiet modest gentleman from Buf- 
falo, J. Wright Beach, the organizer of the Preparedness 
League of American Dentists. He has given us our chance 
to help, and the man who isn’t helping today must feel about 
as useful as a swagger stick! 


Roosevelt has said, “It will be far easier to explain to 
your grandchildren why you took part in this war than why 
you failed to do so.” The League gives the stay-at-home 
dentist his chance. Not only has it made available for mili- 
tary service thousands of men who would have been debarred 
because of their teeth; not only has it performed thousands 
of necessary operations (not half of them reported) for na- 
tional guard and national army men, but it has given the den- 
tist his golden opportunity to show his patriotism. 

Six thousand dentists are today lined up as members of 
the Preparedness League. Fine, you say. But ts it? Six 
thousand of the forty-six thousand dentists in the United 
States! Are the dentists of the nation to lag just a little be- 
hind the physicians, the lawyers and the engineers? Heaven 
forbid! 

There are several things as a dentist you and only you 
can do. | 

First send your application for membership in the Pre- 
paredness League to the Organization Committee, 131 Allen 
street, Buffalo, New York; send with it one dollar initiation 
fee and a request that you be assigned to the nearest unit. 


The fee will bring you an assignment and the League button. 
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Wear that button always on your coat lapel; a flag on the den- 
tist’s lapel means that he is a fireworks-and-talk patriot—the 
league button that he is a worker—the League wants and 
needs ten thousand more workers. Needs them now. 


Secondly—Report to the nearest unit for duty. Offer 1 
certain amount of your time each week for work (free) for 
the drafted men. If there is no unit near you, a golden op- 
portunity is yours. Get the men of your community together 
and organize one. The central committee will furnish instruc- 
tions. Get in touch with your local draft board and help. 
Don’t let us send our boys “over there” with mouths full of 
trouble makers. Congress has not given the army half enough 
dentists. Congress doesn’t see that yet, but we do. No one 
will pay you to do it, no one will make you do it, but the 
work is there and if you don’t help a lot it will not get done. 
How about you? 

Thirdly—Study war surgery. If there isn’t a study class 
near you take a course somewhere, or buy a good book or two 
and study! When the boys begin to come home all shot up, 
your oral surgery will come,in very handy. Or if Kaiserism 
dies hard and you and I are needed in the service, your oral 
surgery will again come in handy. And if you don’t ever use 
it, its acquisition will be good exercise for your mental mus- 
cles, and a knowledge of oral surgery never killed anyone. 
At any rate it never killed its possessor. 

Fourthly—Raise funds, if you have to do it with a lemon- 
ade stand, and send it to the Ambulance Committee. The goal 
is fifty dental ambulances. ‘They cost thirty-seven hundred 
berries each. 

Tell the management of your local theatre or hall that 
you want to give a concert to provide a dental ambulance 
which is to be presented to the United States government. 
The cost of the hall will then be nominal. Get the dentists in 
your community together and make a list of the singers and 
actors among your patients. They will gladly help. Get your 
merchants to advertise in the program—they’ll be glad to, and 
the program will cover all expenses. Then advertise and sel! 
the tickets. <A little work, to be sure, but think of the results. 

The ambulance designed by the Ambulance Committee 
and accepted by the Red Cross and the government carries 
three complete dental outfits—also a surgical, anesthetic, and 
laboratory outfit. It carries four dentists. It has two tents 
attached, one to each side, and when set up provides three 
dental offices. 

Oh, that I could burn into the heart of every dentist in 
the United States the great need for his services right here at 
home—right in his own office. Don’t let us send our boys 
“over there” with mouths full of broken down roots and cari- 
ous and putrescent teeth. 
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Listen to what Laura de Turczynowics writes in her book, 
“When the Prussians Came to Poland.” 

“That night a sanitary train was leaving for Vitebsk with 
a tremendous load wounded. I went into the operating car 
at eight in the morning, leaving for meals only, staying until 
nine at night. The effort of standing is in itself much, but 
the sight of so much suffering, the tug at the heartstrings ; 
and one never gets through! Most of the men had toothache 
aside from their wounds. We used to paint the aching teeth | 
with iodine, putting absorbent cotton in them. The idea that 





something was being done for them helped, I imagine, more 
than anything actually done.” 

Now men, the government wants us to help. A division I 
director has been appointed for each army division in the t 
United States, under him a director in each state, under him r 


one in each county, and under him one in each community. A 
complete organization—and a great big work, a tremendously r 
important work to do. 0 

If you have a family that you do not feel like subjecting a 
to want and charity; if you have assumed obligations com- f 
mensurate with your income and don’t feel that you can stop 





work and go to the front; and if you feel the pressure of pa- g 
triotism rise within you till you are piling everything you can pm 
lay mental hands on on the safety valve and wondering when sf 
something will burst; if you are wondering, too, what you will 6 
say some day when your grandchildren ask “grandpa, weren't | 
you alive during the great war? Did you fight?” If these C 
things beset you--thank God for the Preparedness League; Y 
thank God—and get busv! de

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DENTAL DANGER SIGNALS 
JOHN PHILIP ERWIN, D.D.S., Perkasie, Pa. 


Prime purpose: to warn children against bad dental! habits. 


Teach, that teeth, like other parts of the human body, are so constructed 

as to perform well defined functions, and to withstand a certain stress; that 

ab-using instead of properly using the dental organs leads to impaired dental 
activity. 


Length of lesson, 30 minutes.—Author’s Note. 


OME boys, one day, were discussing what they most 
feared. Said one, who had just finished reading a 


ghost story, “There is nothing in the whole world I 

fear more than darkness. When I sit alone in a dark 
room, or go upstairs in the darkness, I feel all the time as 
though some spook would jump on my back and cry, ‘Uh!’ at 
me.” 
Said the second boy, “There is nothing I fear more than 
robbers. I always look under the bed at night to see if any- 
one is hiding there. If a burglar were to come into my room . 
at night and poke his revolver at my head, I would die from 
fright. I certainly fear them.” 

The next lad told a different story. “Darkness and bur- 
glars may be dreadful,” he said, “but I fear fire more than 
either. I burned my hand on the stove this morning and it 
still pains me. When I think of my clothes catching fire or 
of our home burning at night, I tremble with fear.” 

An old man, standing by, overheard their conversation. 
Calling them to him he said, “What I shall say may startle you. 
Young folks need to learn of an enemy far more powreful and 
deadly than darkness, burglars and fire combined. This 
strange enemy is more powerful because light cannot drive it 
away, water cannot quench it, and the law cannot arrest it. 
It is more deadly because it destroys without warning. Kings 
bow before it. The bravest shrink from it. We all are slaves 
to it.” 

The boys stared in amazement. They had never heard of 
such a mighty monster. In wonder they asked, “Who is this 


dreadful enemy ?” 

As the old man turned to walk away, he replied, “A bad 
habit.” 

Children, you may dread spooks and darkness; you may 
fear fire; and you may have a horror of burglars, but you need 
to have greater fear of a bad habit. It is true, as the old man 
told the boys, that a bad habit is more powerful and deadly 
than their three fears combined. 

To you, striving to possess:and enjoy good teeth, we bring 
a message of warning against those unknown, bad habits, the 
practice of which tends to injure and destroy your dental or- 
gans. You place a high value upon your teeth. You are anx- 
ious to save them from all harm. The danger signals I shall 
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hold before you should, therefore, be constantly heeded. De- 
termine never to forget them. 

The following case illustrates how an apparently insignifi- 
cant habit can work deadly harm. Some years ago, a young 
man noticed that his lower front teeth were loose and painful. 
Thinking the trouble would soon pass away, he gave it little 
attention. Instead of curing itself, the condition grew steadilv 
worse, followed by severe pains in the lower jaw. 

When a dentist was called upon to treat the case he met 
with a mystery. There was no apparent cause for this unusual 
condition. Questions were asked, the patient was carefully 
examined and every known means employed to solve the mys- 
tery, but all without avail. One day, as the patient was enter- 
taining the dental offices, the doctor noticed the young man 
take something out of his mouth and toss it away. The suspi- 
cions of the dentist were instantly aroused. 

“What was that you just threw away?” he asked. 

The patient stammered innocently, “Why, only a match.” 

The mystery now was soon solved. Upon examination it 
was found to be a plain sulphur match, the end chewed until 
it resembled a paint brush. This habit -was formed young in 
life and constantly practiced. From morning to night, the 
young man was never without a match between his teeth. 
The idea of a little match harming his hard teeth, to him 
seemed ridiculous. He was ignorant of the deadly effects of 
sulphur upon the soft tissues. 

Unfortunately, the young man could not be cured. It 
was only by skillful care and patient treatment that his life 
was lengthened a few years and he was saved from pain and 
suffering. 

This case contains a lesson for you all. Since certain 
objects do not harm the hard teeth is no assurance they may 
not seriously injure the soft tissues of the mouth. The most 
terrible diseases may come to the mouth through an infection 
of the gums, lips and tongue. 

At all times refrain from holding matches of any kind be- 
tween the teeth. Dirty pipe stems, unclean cigar holders, pins, 
needles, sticks, and all foreign objects should be kept out of 
the mouth. One foolish act and your mouth may be seriouslv 
infected. 

This suggests a bad habit to which many are inclined. A 
danger signal against the habit of constantly chewing tooth- 
picks is indeed timely. Everyone needs to heed this warning. 
At the completion of a meal one is prone to thrust a toothpick 
between the teeth and forget it is there. When it is chewed 
to pieces another immediately replaces it. 

A young lady was annoyed from time to time by a molar 
tooth collecting particles upon the gum. Instead of consulting 
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a dentist and having the uncomfortable condition remedied she 
sought relief by trying to remove the food with tooth-picks. 


This set up an irritation. The gums grew red and swollen. 
In the course of time, after weeks of suffering she was com- 
pelled to have the offending tooth extracted. Imagine her sur- 
prise to find lodged in between the roots of the molar tooth a 
little nest of small pieces of broken tooth-picks. Not only 
was the tooth lost, but the surrounding tissues had -become 
seriously infected. It required months of patient treatment 
on the part of her dentist to heal the mouth and to save her 
from a surgical operation. 

When you find it necessary to remove wedged particles of 
food from between the teeth, use a piece of floss silk with a 
knot tied in the center. “Pass this slowly between the trouble- 
some teeth, being careful not to injure the gums. This will 
dislodge the irritant. Frequently, warm water flushed forcibly 
between the teeth will afford relief from wedged food. As a 
rule these troublesome food traps can be removed by a dentist. 


Out of the tooth-pick habit comes the bad habit of suck- 
ing the teeth. When the pick fails to dislodge all the particles 
of food, a certain sucking or drawing of air between the teeth 
is resorted to. The underlying cause of this practice is the V 
relation of one tooth to another. The packing and pressing 
of food into these V spaces irritates the gums and annoys the 
individual until the entire V is thoroughly cleaned. The tooth- 
pick cannot reach and cleanse the small part of the V, hence . 
sucking sometimes succeeds where the tooth-pick fails. 


Sucking the teeth is an extremely unrefined habit. Such 
mouth noises signify coarseness. Ladies and gentlemen are 
never guilty of chewing tooth-picks, sucking the teeth or of 
smacking the lips. 

The next danger signal is especially for school children. 
It is a warning against-the habit of sucking slate and lead 
pencils. Many children, while studying lessons, or while writ- 
ing suck the end of a pencil. This habit is easily formed. For- 
tunately it is not a hard one to conquer. 


The sucking of pencil§ is an extremely dangerous habit. 
Diseases of all kinds can thus be conveyed. Pencils are car- 
ried in dirty pockets where all sorts of germs lurk. They fall 
on the floor. The same pencil sharpener is used by all the 
other children which means that each and every diseased 
mouth deposits its full share of germs into the sharpener, 
thence to your pencil, and finally into your mouth. If the lead 
_ the germs, the porous wood of the pencil surely will carry 
them. 


The next danger signal will cause you to smile. It is a 
warning against thumb-sucking. Although you may have never 
practiced this habit still it is necessary that you should be ac- 
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quainted with the harm arising from. it and warn others 
against it. 

Many unpleasant conditions arise from sucking the 
thumb. This habit is usually practiced during childhood while 
the young jaws are easily bent. None of the bones of the child 
are thoroughly hardened. By placing your thumb as in the act 
of sucking you will observe that. the lower teeth are pressed 
backward and the upper teeth forward. The jaws being pli- 
able, this constant pressure soon forces the teeth out of their 
natural position into an irregular one. 

Mastication is now interfered with. With the lower teeth 
tilted in and the upper ones forced forward the bite is de- 
stroyed. The front teeth can no longer touch each other. To 
bite off anything is now impossible. A perfect set of six upper 
front teeth and a like set below are worth only as much as they 
fit upon each other. Forced apart by thumb-sucking, their 
value is destroyed. Speech is impaired by irregular teeth. To 
illustrate what we mean, hold your front teeth slightly apart 
and try to say, “Sallie’s serious sisters sold seven saucers.” 
The simple fact that space between front teeth causes lisping, 
should keep you from the thumb-sucking habit. 


Thumb-sucking and irregular teeth mar the entire expres- 
sion of the face. There is surely nothing beautiful about an 
open mouth showing a protruding upper and a receding lower 
lip. Such a mouth gives the face a deformed appearance. 

A common method to cure this habit is, to rub aloes or 
any bitter application upon the thumb. Some have mastered 
the habit by coating the thumb with varnish. Bandages have 
also proven effective. A remedy never known to fail is, to 
have the dentist construct a heavy thumb-stall with a roughened 
leather strip attached. This is fastened upon the thumb and 
held in place with a lock-chain bracelet. The dentist retains 
the key iest sympathizing parents might remove the covering. 
Wearing this contrivance soon effects a permanent cure. 


The next danger signal is a warning against biting and 
sucking the lips. This habit is common to nervous. people. 
The continued practice of this habit develops ugly, thick lips 
which give the mouth a repulsive expression. Lip sucking 
sounds the death knell to cherry, red lips. The only remedy 
for this habit is a firm determination to stop the practice. 


The opposite habit of biting the lips is, the silly habit of 
holding the mouth open. Few habits are more ridiculous. To 
sit and stand about with the lower jaw dropped and the lips 
parted produces an idiotic expression. There is nothing dig- 
nified about it. 


Do not go through life with the mouth open. Keep it 
closed. Breathe through the nose. If this be difficult tell you 
family physician about it. He will understand and help you. 
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If there be no other reason for an open mouth, determine to 
break yourself of it. 

The next danger signal is a warning against the chewing 
of your food on but one side of the mouth. 

A boy, one day, was sawing wood. His father, chancing 
that way, noticed that the lad used but the middle of.the saw. 

“Son,” interrupted the father, taking the saw and using it 
in full sweeps, “When I bought this saw I paid for the whole 
of it. All of it belongs to me. When you saw wood, use not 
only a few teeth in the center, but make every tooth in the 
saw do the full share of work.” 

Many of you chew your food on but one side of the 
mouth. You are like the boy who used but a few teeth of the 
saw, you forget that all of your teeth belong to you, that 
nature intended you to use both sides of your mouth. You are 
using only the middle of the saw. 

This is a costly error. To compel a few teeth to do the 
work intended for many is to strain the teeth. When the boy: 
cut wood with but the middle of the saw, the few over-worked 
teeth soon became dull. The saw would last again as long 
were all of it used. Your teeth will last longer and give better 
service when every tooth performs its full duty. Good health 
demands food properly masticated. 

Chewing on both sides of the mouth helps to Keep the 
teeth clean. Have you ever noticed how bright and shiny a 
saw is in the middle where most used? And how dark and 
rusty it is at the unused ends? Use only the right side of the 
mouth and soon the left teeth will be covered with dirt and tar- 
tar. Unused teeth are not shiny and bright like the used teeth. 

Masticate your food on both sides of the mouth. If some 
of the teeth are sore and sick, consult a dentist. Never over- 
work a few teeth. Remember the boy and the saw. 

One of the most difficult habits to cure is, the biting of 
finger nails. Once formed it often follows the victim to the 
grave. To conquer the habit is difficult. Not only does it harm 
the teeth, but it also destroys the beauty of a well-formed 
hand. 

Many remedies have been suggested for this habit. Some 
have overcome it entirely by the exercise of will power. They 
determined to stop and were victorious. Others have freed 
themselves of the habit by rubbing bitter soap beneath the 
finger nails. This remedy is often effective. 

There is one method which has never failed even in ex- 
treme cases. It is as follows. Locate the upper tooth or teeth 
commonly used to bite the nails. As a rule, the right central 
and lateral incisors are the guilty accomplices. Between these 
teeth wedge a small piece of absorbent cotton tight enough to 
produce a slight irritation. Tenderness of the roots soon fol- 
lows. To bite hard finger nails now becomes both a painful 
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and an impossible act. The tender roots quickly rebel. Keep 
the separation in for at least two weeks. Severe pressure 
should never be resorted to. It is unnecessary and injurious. 
But slight tenderness is needed to yield a speedy cure. 

A brief warning is needed against the subjecting of the 
teeth to any undue strain. Lifting heavy weights with the 
teeth and jaws is the act of a fool. Persons gifted with good 
sense do not bite threads, crack nuts, bend pins, open knots, 
or pull corks with their teeth. Nature never intended the teeth 
to be used for pliers, knives, scissors, or corkscrews. One 
thoughtless act can ruin the-teeth forever. 

The last dental signal is a warning against neglecting to 
keep the teeth clean and the breath sweet. Every boy and girl 
needs to learn the three cares of a lady and a gentleman. 

A certain banker advertised for a clerk. The position, 
one of great possibilities, was eagerly sought by a large num- 
ber of ambitious applicants. The method used to select the 
clerk was a novel one. Questions were not asked. References 
were not required. At a certain time, the applicants, one by 
one, were invited into the banker’s private office, asked to write 
their names and addresses, and to pass out. After the selec- 
tion, an official, standing by asked, “Why did you decide upon 
that young man? There were many others who wrote their 
names better than did your choice.” 

The banker smiled as he replied, “What you say is true. 
The young man I selected wrote only a fair hand. But when 
he entered my office he removed his hat politely and I noticed 
that his hair was trimmed and neatly brushed. When he 
smiled, good morning, to me I saw that his teeth were clean 
and well kept. When he wrote his name, I noticed that his 
hands and finger nails were neatly cared for. I, therefore, 
decided that he possessed the three cares of a gentleman, 
namely, the care of the hair, the care of the teeth and the care 
of the hands and finger nails. If young men fail to properly 
care for the things I can see, how much less will they consider 
those things hidden from me.” 


REMARKS. 


In teaching this lesson illustate the various habits as they 
are discussed. Charts and models, showing the results of bad 
dental habits (broken corners of teeth, worn edges of teeth 
and ugly mouths), impress the lessons deeply. It is effective 
to demonstrate the habits with your own mouth. 

The warning against neglecting to keep the teeth clean 
and the breath sweet may be enlarged upon as deemed most 
advisable. There is no warning less likely to be heeded. Chil- 
dren forget quickly. They need to be reminded contin- 
ually to keep their mouths in a hygienic conditions. 
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Do not hesitate to suggest repeatedly the vital importance 
of children consulting the dentist for relief from all tooth 
troubles. Only a fool will charge you with commercialism. 
Refresh the child’s memory in every lesson upon the two fun- 
damentals of oral hygiene, namely, keeping the mouth in the 
care of a dentist, and cleaning the teeth every evening before 
retiring. 

It occurs frequently that certain working people practice 
particular habits. Cigar makers bite the hard tobacco stems 
and the heads of cigars. Bakers chew dough by holding it 
between the lips and the teeth. The acid of the yeast plays 
havoc with the buccal and labial surfaces of the teeth. Paint- 
ers hold the brushes between the teeth. Upholsters chew 
tacks. Where this lesson is taught to a general audience, touch 
upon those habits common to your hearers. 

A warning may save where later remedies cannot cure. 
Could there be a better time to learn this lesson than in youth? 


THE DANGERS OF MOUTH INFECTION

HE Question of Mouth Hygiene as related to the health 
of the human body is the subject of my discourse this 
afternoon. Our teeth are covered by a fluid that we 
speak of as saliva. In this saliva there are millions 

of bacteria—bacteria that are always with us but against 
which we are guarded by the natural defenses of the body. 
Unfortunately, with the progress of civilization, the character 
of food that-we eat, and various other influences that have 
brought us back from the state of nature, as it is frequently 
spoken of, the teeth of the average individual are soon found 
covered with calcareous deposit. 

In the saliva is a substance known as mucin, which very 
easily becomes adherent to the surface of the teeth if means 
are not taken, constantly, to remove it. In the mastication of 
rough or course foods, the action of mastication and the action 
of the lips prevent, to a large extent, this mucin from being 
deposited on the surface of the teeth. But with our method of 
living, this substance readily adheres to the teeth and un- 
fortunately caught in its meshes are numerous bacteria. This 
is called a bacterial placque. You may have a placque of 
measurable extent on the enamel of a tooth and yet it would 
not be apparent to you at first sight. Even the average den- 
tist frequently fails to locate such placques. They are not 
seen at first because they assume the color of the enamel of the 
tooth itself, but when you stain the tooth with an iodine prepa- 
ration you will find these placques take up the iodin stain, and 
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the enamel of the tooth does not and in this way the dentist 
and the dental hygienist today, can tell where the bacterial 
placques are on the teeth. The formation of these placques 
is the means by which decay of the teeth takes place, because 
these bacteria give out a form of acid that affects the enamel 
and breaks through the coat of mail which the enamel is to 
the tooth surface itself. I do not intend to go further into this 
subject, except to impress upon your minds the reason we 
place so great importance on the continuous cleansing of every 
surface of the tooth, as this is the greatest protection that we 
have against decay. 

As the decay of the teeth proceeds to any great extent, it 
advances until it comes in contact with what is commonly 
spoken of as the nerve, and which we speak of as the pulp of the 
tooth. After awhile (especially in children) we find, before we 
know it, that they have a tooth in which the pulp has become 
devitalized, and the next result is an abscess in the jaw. You 
are all familiar with that phase of abscessed tooth, frequently 
spoken of as ulcerated, where the face swells up, and which 
usually terminates in a large outpour of pus. Now this is 
nature’s way of curing, and when it relieves itself by this dis- 
charge of pus in the mouth, nature, to some extent, has taken 
the place of the dentist and physician. But it has only been 
since the use of the X-ray in our work, that we have found in a 
large number of abscesses resulting from devitalized teeth in 
which no symptoms of suppuration are shown there is no pain, 
and the individual never knows that the pulp of the tooth has 
died. But the abscess is there, and from the abscess small 
amounts of poison are distributed through the entire system 
every hour of the day. All kinds of diseases can be produced 
by this, such as appendicitis, heart disease, gall stones in the 
liver, arthritis, and other serious troubles. When we see people 
with hands, fingers and joints in horrible twisted shape, we 
realize how important it is that these conditions should be 
prevented. I do not say that all these diseases come from 
infection in the teeth, for a large portion are due to infected 
tonsils and from other infections, but the proportion from ab- 
scessed teeth is large. I have seen children of ten and twelve 
years of age with valvular disease of the heart due to nothing 
but the dead pulp in some tooth. As we grow older, we have a 
certain amount of immunity from this poison, but the child 
has very little immunity until the age of maturity is reached. 
We never know, however, when we may lose this immunity 
and I have seen people with these abscesses in their jaws—with 
a collection of them, who boasted of the fact that they never 
troubled them for twenty years or more, and then suddenly 
break down and die of heart disease because they have reached 
the point where the immunity period is passed. This is by 
way ~* making you appreciate the great value of a healthy 
mouth. 
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It is a great pleasure to visit this institution which is such 
a credit to the city of Boston. You have established here a 
course for women—whom I might say become the scrub- 
women of the mouth. This is a very ordinary name but it is 
the real function of the dental hygienist. I originated this 
idea twenty years ago and have carried it out in my own 
practice, but it has only now met the approval of institutions 
of this kind. The objection to it has been, to a large extent, 
on the part of the dentists themselves in the same way the 
physicians originally objected to the introduction of a trained 
medical nurse. I called this woman originally, a dental nurse, 
but I think that the change in name a very good one. The 
objection of the dentists has been that the dentists would try 
to get the nurse to do dental work, and unfortunately we all 
know that this is true to a certain extent. In fact, a number 
of institutions that are making an effort to train women for 
this purpose today, are teaching them to do more than they 
should—that is, to encroach upon the field of the professional 
men. If this is continued, it will mean the loss of one of the 
most beneficient things that have been started in our com- 
munity for human welfare—that is to say the dentists will rise, 
and justly—and will say if these women want to practice den- 
tistry, let them go on with their education and become den- 
tists—otherwise they must limit their sphere to what their 
vacation calls for. 

I am a great believer in spreading knowledge of all kinds, 
and some of you might wonder where the dentist draws the 
line between dentistry and what the dental hygienist is per- 
mitted to do. When we go below the free margin of the gum, 
it then becomes a matter of surgery pure and simple. There is 
no reason why the honest hygienist should even make an 
attempt to do this. The average dentist with a large practice 
finds it a physical impossibility to clean his patients’ teeth, and 
where it has been done in the past, the service given by him, 
personally, has been very scant. It requires a great deal of 
time to polish in the mouth of an adult, the thirty-two teeth so 
that the enamel is presented in all its pristine glory—without 
defect or mar—and the dentist does not do this. He just made 
a bluff at it. That has been the condition, and is the condition 
that I have faced for years, and the only way that I could see 
to solve this was the introduction of a profession of trained 
women who would be taught to do this particular work and 
take the time to do it properly. 

There are two essentials necessary to retain the cleaned 
mouth in a healthy hygienic condition—the proper brushing 
and cleaning of the teeth and the correct kind of dentifrice. 
You must not go away with the idea that you can go to the 
dental hygienist and have your teeth cleaned and then go 
back a month from now and have no obligation to yourself in 
the interval. The value of this hygienic service is to make it 
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easier for the individual to keep his teeth cleaner for a given 
length of time. When we stop to consider that this mucin is 
always in the mouth, and that the mouth is always filled with 
bacteria, you must realize that it is your duty to keep your 
teeth in a condition—as long as possible—as the hygienist has 
left them. And to do this you must learn-how to brush your 
teeth. The gums are nourished by the circulation of blood at 
the roots of the teeth, so we must do all in our power to keep 
the circulation of blood in its proper state. Bear in mind that 
we are nourishing the gums of the teeth at the end of a line 
of arterial circulation, which, if with all its subdivisions was 
spread out, would make a line longer than any other arterial 
supply that exists in the body. Asa result of this being such a 
long line, should there be any reason that the blood would not 
pump so strongly as is its custom this defect shows itself 
first around the necks of the teeth. This is one of the advan- 
tages of the hygienist, for it is her duty to teach the individual 
how they should: do their part to maintain a healthy mouth. 

When I referred to the hygienist as a scrub-woman—it was 
not my intention to belittle her services in any way. While 
the law specifically forbids her encroaching on the work of the 
dentist, she has a field of duty which has been recognized as 
one of the greatest services in the world—that of teacher. It 
is her duty and privilege to teach people how easy it is for the 
arterial blood to stagnate at the gums around the necks of the 
teeth, and how this can be avoided by the proper massaging 
of the gums. 

You have all, undoubtedly, heard of the condition known 
as pyorrhea alveolaris where the teeth loosen and finally are 
lost—generally without decay being present. This is due to 
the defective circulation at this ultimate point where the ar- 
terial blood should return as venous to the heart. When the 
tooth brush is properly used, it not only brushes the teeth but 
massages the gums. 

It is very important that the teeth should’ be brushed 
after every meal. After the food has remained in the mouth for 
a few minutes, it ceases to be food in a true sense. It becomes 
waste matter and consequently as soon as possible after par- 
taking of food, the individual should cleanse his mouth. The 
great point is to teach the individual to do this efficiently. 

Efficiency and preparedness are the two great slogans we 
are learning as Americans today. Experience is teaching the 
dentists that in no other phase has efficiency been more poig- 
nantly directed than in this matter of brushing of the teeth. 
It soon became apparent to me that if people at large were 
to be taught the value of tooth brushing, they must be taught 
in a most systematic way to get results. The unfortunate 
thing about this is that it is so frightfully monotonous. We 
men know the monotony of shaving each day and that, unless 


it is done in a certain way, it is an unpleasant process. But 
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when it comes to brushing the teeth, it means possibly four 
times a day, and we have a similarly monotonous procedure, 
and unless we fix our minds upon the brushing of teeth while 
we are brushing them, we simply make a make-shift of the 
operation. 

Among other things, it is especially essential that no harm 
should be done to the mouth in brushing. Unless properly 
taught, you may scrub your teeth with so much vigor that after 
awhile you can produce absolute fissures in the necks of. the 
teeth themselves. There are several ways taught to brush the 
teeth, and I am sorry to say that the dentists themselves have 
not agreed on a universal method. Many of you have no 
doubt heard of a method known as the rotary method in whicy 
the brush is used (with the teeth closed) in a circular manner 
from the upper gums down to the lower jaw, and then back to 
the upper jaw in a continuous circle with the points of, the 
bristles always directed towards the gum. Personally, I am 
very much opposed to this method. There are two vital ob-’ 
jections toit. Firstly, it is impossible to use it without danger 
of the points of the bristles penetrating the gums. . Secondly, 
when the brush goes from one jaw to the other, the bristles are 
likely to enter into the gum at the neck of the tooth as it ro- 
tates upward, and yet there are hundreds of dentists teaching 
this method. 

For over 36 years in New York, I have taught, both to my 
patients and in institutions, a systematic method must be 
carried out consistently. In 1882, I introduced theprophylac- 
tic tooth brush, shaped to fit the contour of the teéth with the 
bristles divided into tufts of pyramidal shape, and with suffi- 
cient space between the tufts to allow each tuft to! ‘act as a 
separate brush. This liberal spacing permits the brush to be 
thoroughly cleansed after using, which is absolutely essential. 
The brush is never used across the teeth or up and down in the 
ordinary sense of the term. 

The manner of using the brush, which I advocate, can be 
compared to the way in which a whisk-broom is used. Laying 
the flat side of the bristles against the gum without any possi- 
ble danger of injuring them. The tufts pointing to the roots 
of the teeth, the brush is rotated with all possible power. The 
flat sides of the bristles massages the gums. As the brush is 
turned one quarter around, the bristles have reached the teeth 
which they embrace and spread out fanlike so that the final 
brushing embraces all the exposed tooth surface. In the mov- 
ing film which I will exhibit in a few minutes, this will be made 
clearer than I can express in words. Even after the method of 
tooth-brushing has been solved, great difficulty arises in teach- 
ing people to do this efficiently. You cannot brush the teeth 
just once and have them clean any more than you can take a 
piece of tarnished silver and with one sweep of the brush have 
it polished. It has to be done a number of times. Conse- 
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quently, I have come to the point where I demand that my 
patients sweep each individual surface at least ten times, and 
I make them count time with each sweep of the brush. 

With children’ we teach only three zones—one for the 

front teeth, and one for each of the sides. 
: In adult teeth we divide into five zones. One for the front, 
one for the sides (or bicuspids) and one for the back (or molars). 
The same five zones exist inside the teeth—making both jaws 
forty zones to which must be added four more which cover the 
grinding surfaces of the teeth. 

Then there is the cleansing space between the teeth. 
Flossing of the teeth should only be used after it has been ad- 
vised and properly taught by the dentist. While it is benefi- 
cial in many cases, it is unnecessary in a normally arranged set 
of teeth which have not been mutilated. Improper use of the 
floss can do much injury. 

I advise the use of four different brushes for the day—a 
fresh one after each meal, so when you have used it and thor- 
oughly cleansed it, it has a whole day to dry out and become 
stiff again. This gives you an efficient tool to do efficient 
work. With a brush, soft from the last brushing, you cannot 
brush properly. 

Before closing, I cannot refrain from advising you against 
the indiscriminate use of dentifrices. These should be pre- 
scribed by your dentist. It is useless to expect any curative 
value from ingredients of any dentifrice and all those advertis- 
ing powerful antiseptics or drugs should be carefully avoided. 
There are many more details about how to brush the teeth 


which I have not elaborated. The picture which I will now th 
show will present these in detail.

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WITH THE ARMY 


FIRST LIEUT. H. R. LUDWIG, D.R.C. 


NE September afternoon to my surprise I received the 
following. message: ‘“‘You are ordered to active 
duty. Proceed to Camp Zachary Taylor, Louis- 
ville, Ky., and report to the commanding general 

thereof for duty travel necessary in military service.” 

After making a few necessary preparations, I hurried to 
obey orders and reported to Camp Zachary Taylor in com- 
pany with two other dental surgeons, one I happened to be- 
come acquainted with on the train enroute, and the other in 
Louisville while waiting for the local street car. 

None of us were acquainted with an army camp and the 
experience of our party while hunting the commanding gen- 
eral’s headquarters in such a camp of this size can never be 
forgotten. . 

After an hour’s tramping on the hot dusty roads, we finally 
located headquarters and after reporting, then reported to the 
division surgeon to be assigned to an organization. 

I was assigned to the Field Hospitals and my friends were 
assigned to the Machine Gun Company and Ammunition 
Train. 

I reported to the Field Hospitals’ headquarters where I 
Was given quarters and to my surprise was told no dental 
equipment was on hand. 

A few days later I received orders to attend a meeting of 
the dental surgeons, where we were told no outfits were in 
camp and moreover it would be a month or so before any 
arrived. -The commander of the Dental Corps requested us to

lieved many aching teeth and glad to say I was able to 
treat all cases. 

In cases of an exposed pulp, I would remove the debris 
and seal in a treatment with sandarac varnish and cotton. In 
an abscess, as in one case I recall, I opened into a lateral incisor 
with a needle and acquired drainage. 

Up to this time there was only one equipment in camp 
which was used by three dental surgeons located at the Base 
Hospital. 

My emergency outfit served me about seven weeks when 
six field equipments arrived and there were then thirty-seven 
dental surgeons in camp. 

I was fortunate enough to obtain sant of an equipment 
consisting of an engine, a few instruments, four pair forceps, 
some cement and amalgam and a few incidentals. 


I immediately began to make an operating chair and 
bracket, so with the assistance of a drafted carpenter, we col- 
lected some scrap lumber and soon had a comfortable oper- 
ating chair and bracket. 


This outfit served me about five weeks when supplies 
began to arrive. I then received a field equipment which con- 
tains operating equipment for almost any kind of dental treat- 
ment, excluding crown and bridge work. The army slogan is, 
better amalgams’’ instead of crowns. It is also a violation of 
the Medical Manual to do crown and bridge work. 


Three Dental Units are now being formed. A Unit con- 
sists of about twelve dentists, who are equipped with Harvard 


dental chairs and electric engines. I am awaiting orders to be _ 
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transferred into one of these Units which is now completely 
equipped. 

This Unit system, or grouping, seems to be a better sys- 
tem than to have the dental surgeons scattered throughout 
the camp. It was adopted by the Allied countries and is being 
introduced into our Army. 

While I was without operating instruments, I made an 
examination of all the men connected with my division and 
recorded their dental needs. Now when I need new work, my 
assistant has the men who are in need of work report. 

Recently we had a tooth brush inspection of the com- 
panies, and the men without brushes, or ones unfit for use, were 
compelled to obtain new ones. 

The men were also instructed in the proper use of the 
brush and the causes of neglect to the teeth. 

So I cannot help but say that war with its horrors has 
also some benefits in its favor, and that is, our men will be 
better dentally fit after this war.

In Celebration of his One Hundredth Anniversary 


N the evening of December 18th at the New Century 
Club, West Chester, Pa., eighty-five dentists at- 
tended a complimentary dinner to Jesse Cope Green 

in celebration of his one hundredth anniversary. 
The dinner was given under the auspices of the Dental 
Society of Chester and Delaware Counties. Almost everyone 
present carried home with him the signature of Dr. Green, 
signed in a steady hand upon the handsome engraved menu 
card which was at each plate. Dr. Green’s photograph, taken 
but a few days before, was also on the menu, giving it added 

value as a souvenir. 

The tables were most attractive with baskets of flowers, 
gold and white in chrysanthemums, marigolds and carnations. 
Candles in glass candlesticks were placed at intervals, shed- 
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special committee of ladies, some of whom were wives of the 
dentists present. The dinner was also served by a special com- 
mittee of ladies, and every detail was looked after with scrupu- 
lous care. 

By special request of Dr. Green, the affair was most 
informal. Two of the company were in khaki; the others wore 
business suits and looked correspondingly comfortable. 

Rev. John Archibald MacCallum, of the Walnut St. 
Presbyterian Church, asked the blessing and after a bountiful 
dinner with much good fellowship, short addresses were made 
by Dr. Green’s old neighbors and associates. 

Dr. Edwin T. Darby; subject, “A Hundred Years 
Young,’ said in part: that he recalled his first acquaintance 
with Dr. Green, upon whom he called in company with Dr. 
Bing of Paris, France. He told a number of amusing anec- 
dotes of his experiences with Dr. Bing, a dentist of unusual 
skill, wonderful resourcefulness, and perseverance. He paid | 
a glowing tribute to Dr. Green as a dentist, and a model citi- 
zen. He considered it a great privilege and honor to help cele- 
brate the one hundredth anniversary of a member of the dental 
profession ; who was able to be present and take part in the pro- 
ceedings with every faculty unimpaired. He did not remember. 
of ever before having met a man of one hundred years of age 
and it was a unique and highly pleasing experience to take an 
active part in thus honoring Dr. Green. 

Dr. S..H. Guilford, subject, ‘‘Memories,’’ had been ac- 
quaintéed with Dr. Green for many years and had never known 
him to indulge in the usual social evils of tobacco and drink, 
neither did he ever hear of his refusing to pay a just debt, or 
speaking ill of others. Dr. Guilford spoke of the many ad- 
vances in science and industry during the lifetime of the guest 
of the evening; how dentistry had advanced with rapid strides, 
particularly during the past fifteen years and was now coming 
into its own. 

Dr. S. B. Luckie, Chester, Pa., subject: ‘‘Our Society ’’— 
spoke in a happy strain and with an intimate knowledge of his 

ssociates. Many humorous anecdotes were related and each 
member paid tribute to his ability as a jokesmith. In con- 
cluding he said, in part: The man who can say, “‘I have never 
known an idle hour,’’ makes a more worthy boast than he who 
rejoices because he has lived to be one hundred, and when 
both are united in the same man, the combination is unique. 

Letters of regret were read from a number of dentists who 
could not be present. From Dr. C. N. Johnson, Chicago, II1., 
the following was received: ‘So far as I am aware no such 
event has ever been held in the history of the profession, and I 
unite with the friends of Dr. Green in extending to him my 
heartiest congratulations. To live to be one hundred is a no- 
table achievement for any man. To be able to accept the hom- 
age of friends on the hundredth anniversary is way beyond 
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expression. My good wishes to the Veteran and my greetings 
to his friends who are doing him honor.”’ 

Dr. Green was then called upon for a few remarks and 
spoke for fifteen minutes. He said in part: ‘‘ My first experi- 
ence in dentistry was in 1829 when as a lad ‘at school I devel- 
oped a toothache. My teacher, who walked five miles twice a 
day between his home at Chadd’s Ford and the school house, 
carried a pair of forceps, or as we called them pincers, in his 
pocket, and putting me on the floor with my head between his 
knees, he extracted the second molar, having first taken off the 
crown. The first set of false teeth I ever made was for my 
mother in 1842. We had very few instruments and most of 
these we constructed ourselves. This became a habit and if 
you were to examine my instruments you would find very few 
but hand made. Even my “ Bonwill Mallet’’ was fashioned in 
my laboratory and a very good instrument it was. When a 
student, a new forcep was introduced: it was a beautiful 
instrument and I extracted one of my own teeth to see if it 
worked right. I removed the last one some ten years ago and 
made myself plates that serve my purpose very well. 

When young dentists say to me “This job is a hard one. 
-We have to work so many hours a day it wears a fellow out" 
I tell them they don’t know anything about it. I used to 
carve teeth from the kaolin, make my own gold and silver 
plates, do my own glazing, bake the teeth and rivet them to 
the plates. I never knew an idle hour and I seem to have 
stood it pretty well.”’ 

This little man with his alert carriage, clear voice and 
steady hand, looked so far from being “‘worn out,”’ in spite of 
his century of living, that his remarks were received with 
applause and laughter. 

Several hundred congratulatory messages have been re- 
ceived by the doctor from dentists in every part of the country, 
and every mail adds to the number. 

Most of his life Dr. Green has shaved himself daily, using 
an ordinary hollow ground razor. He still continues to shave 
himself and has no use for the “‘safety.”’ 

On the day of his one hundredth anniversary, he made a 
call on Mrs. Martha Hastings who resides in West Chester. 
She is one hundred and three years old and doesn’t expect to 
resign her position as the oldest citizen in favor of Dr. Green 
for a few years. And so it would seem that he, although in his 
one hundred and first year, is not the oldest citizen in West 
Chester. We hope Mrs. Hastings will continue to hold this 
honorable position until such time when Dr. Green arrives at 
the age of one hundred and ten. Then we promise him another 
banquet. Happy New Year to Dr. Jesse Green and many 
of them!

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THE EVILS OF SPECIALIZATION

tal, as well as the medical professions with their divi- 

sions and subdivisions are a constantly growing menace. 

While it is not the desire of the writer of this article 

to be only negative in his criticism of the evils arising from 

specialization, yet the character of the latter is becoming 

somewhat obvious to the laity, as well as to the profession at 
large. 

It is an ever growing menace, neither due nor arising from 
the specialty itself, but rather to the mercenariness on the part 
of those that have crowned themselves specialists. 

It is history repeating itself. 

The medical profession furnishes us with a chapter or two 
from its past history, which may illuminate the pitfalls into 
which it has fallen on numerous occasions, thus acting as a 
safeguard for the dental profession. 

But through the efforts of a few men, it was always placed 
back on the right track, without inflicting much damage to 
the profession. It was the damnable system of “divy”’ up 
with the surgeon, or other specialists for supplying them with 
patients. 

This was a dark page in the history of medicine and still 
is in practice, where the voice of criticism has failed to teach 
the stuffed ears of the ‘‘Doc’’, despite the fact that the laity 
has been fully informed as to the dark machinations existing 
between the so-called specialist and the ordinary practitioner. 

I cannot refrain, but go a step further and indicate that 
practice of that nature has found its interpreter in literature: 
G. B. Shaw’s ‘‘The Doctor’s Dilemma,”’ where he ridicules 
this kind of practice, thus it is not only local in its character, 
but rather international in its scope, wherever medicine is 
practiced. 

How is all this applied to the dental profession? 

With the ever growing demand upon the skill of the 
dentist, it was only natural that the profession should divide 
itself into various specialties: orthodontia, exodontia, pros- 
thodontia, etc. Logical as the division was, yet it was more 
than logical, in fact, it was and is a question of bread and 
butter, that the demand for this kind of work should be sat- 
isfied, if the specialty is to exist and the specialist to thrive. 

The question of grouping became a necessity ‘‘you help 
and I help you”’ policy was followed. The crown and bridge 
work man grouped with an orthodontist, and they in turn 
with a radiodontist repeating this ad infinitum. 

Yet it is only through recommendation of the so-called 
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cialists is possible. Naturally, that some difficult cases were 
referred to the various specialists, and it was, of course, always 
understood, somewhat of an unwritten law, that the specialist’s 
work ends with the correction of the trouble. 

But somehow “tampering’”’ with the patient began. 

‘Why, your gums need attention. There is a very good 
doctor here that will attend to you.” 

This followed by an additional advise to see a radiodon- 
tist, who usually delivered himself of a talk on the dangers 
lurking in the innocent “‘caps.”’ It is a long tale, surely known 
to many a practioner. 

Thus, the unsuspecting patient became the victim of the 
mercenariness of a few, who violate the faith and the good will 
placed in them by those that send their patients and the pa- 
tients themselves. ; 

This is the first phase of dentistry growing into manhood, 
stretching its legs and demanding a place on the face of Mother 
Earth. 

Generalities may have their place, but to be more specific, 
I will cite several instances of this kind of practice, thus sub- 
stantiating the accusations and if possible suggest what may 
be a remedy for the evil. 

Case 1. The patient a woman of forty, presented herself 
to the writer; after an examination an impacted lower molar 
was discovered, and the patient was recommended to an exo- 
dontist. After the extraction, tampering with the patient 
began; recommending her first to a periodontist and he in 
turn to a prostodontist. I am sure that the patient was not 
familiar with the titles, or she might have been tempted to 
give them a try-out, providing the packetbook would accomo- 
date. 

Case 2. The patient, a man of forty-five with left lower 
teeth in position, and a molar and two bicuspids missing on the 
right side was recommended to have his lower teeth removed 
to accommodate a plate. The dentist happened to be a prac- 
ticing prostodontist. 

A case told to me by a medical man deserves attention 
where two specialists are in complete discord with each other. 


A patient having suffered with rheumatism, was advised 
to consult a dentist. The dentist referred her to a radiodén- 
tist; after an X-ray examination, it was discovered that two of 
her teeth seemed to have been affected and were recommended 
for extraction, but here, steps in the plate man and insists that 
more than two of the patient’s teeth should be extracted. 

The list could be doubled, but it will suffice to point out 
the fact, that the evil is here, and it remains to see, what will 
be done to eliminate something, which may produce an‘evil 
effect upon the profession at large. 
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Upon careful analysis of the cases before me, I am shocked 
by the amount of greediness displayed by some of the special- 
ists to grab the patient, no matter at what cost. 

It is the spirit of take, rather than to give. It lacks the 
nobleness and loftiness, which characterized the lives of men 
like Black and Miller, their utter unselfishness, to give rather 
than to take. 

It is the lack of appreciation of The Golden Rule, which 
could be made to functionate were there only a will to do it. 

The world at large is undergoing changes, where the inter- 
ests of a few are becoming subservient to the interests of many. 
What are we to offer? 

Greediness, or? 

The answer is with the profession.

young men in the army that much fighting is done 
with the teeth. 

We no longer fight our enemy, seizing him by the 
ear while we strangle him in the old fashion of animals and 
savages. But we do fight with the strength given to us by 
our fuod; chew it, prepare it for digestion, and thus with those 
weapons called teeth give to the body the good blood and the 
strength with which fighting is done. 

Good digestion depends on good teeth. 

Good eyesight depends on good digestion. 

You may truly say that a man sees with his teeth, as he 
fights with his teeth. 

Going into the army, with change of food, of water, of 
life habits, care of the teeth is extremely important and at the 
same time apt to be neglected. 

. Many young men are together in close quarters; they 
work hard from daylight in the morning until they are ex- 
hausted in the evening. No wonder their inclination is to 
throw themselves on their cots in the tents with little attention 
to the fighting weapons that nature has put inside their mouths. 

But a greater mistake could not be made. As a good 
soldier carefully cleans and oils the rifle that has been exposed 
to wet and to rust, so the wise soldier carefully cleans and 
brushes the teeth that will be important to him and con-

Bring back your teeth in good order, young soldiers. 

Take care of them even though the men about you do not 
take care of theirs. You are tired, sleepy, could ‘‘drop in your 
tracks,”’ you will not even take off the clothes which you wear, 
but sleep in khaki.

But with your teeth ruined, which means 
digestion impaired and the quality of the blood impaired, you 
can not do the work or enjoy the life that is possible with sound 
teeth. 

Help the young men to come back with white ivory fight- 
ing weapons so much neglected and so important. 

See that every soldier has his good toothbrush and his 
good dentrifice, with frequent renewals of the supply.

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THE TEETH AND HEALTH 


Little Talks on Health and Hygiene 
SAMUEL G. DIXON, M.D., D.Sc., State Commissioner of Health 
Harrisburg, Pa. 


E frequently hear 
specialists declar- 
ing that the health 


of mankind de- 
pends upon proper care of 
that portion of the body 
upon which they specialize. 
The human organism is so 
complicated an affair that 
nobody is safe in putting such 
a sweeping responsibility up- 
on any one organ; yet there 
are many who will say the 
dental surgeon, when he 
makes his claim that defective 
teeth have more to do with 
physical degeneration in 
humankind than any other 
member gone wrong, has 
more behind him than some 
of his brother specialists. 


His is a claim that cannot 
be checked off with exactness, 
but we do know through 
scientific investigation, as 
well as from experience in 
practice, that defective teeth 
‘cause a great deal of ill 
health ; and I am one of those 
who will go as far as to say 
that care of the teeth from 
infancy onward brings cer- 
tainly as great, and possibly 
greater, rewards than like 
care of any other one organ. 


It is a wonder men and 
women do not take better care 
of their teeth, not because of 
the benefit to health—because 
that seems to be the last thing 
we could hope to have any in- 
fluence—but because there is 
nothing that adds more to the 
personal annearance of man 





or woman than a beautiful set 
of teeth. If, for instance, 
some women would pay: as 
much attention to their teeth 
as they do to putting splotches 
of paint on their faces, they 
would not only be more at- 
tractive personally but would 
enjoy better health. 

The mouth and nose are the 
busiest ports of entry for dis- 
ease in the human body. The 
mouth, particularly when the 
teeth are defective, retains 
many germs that would pro- 
duce disease, and the environ- 
ment will furnish that which 
promotes their multiplication. 

The mucous membrane of 
the mouth is in itself quite re- 
sistful to disease germs, yet 
at times _it becomes infected 
and the pus-forming germs 
bore their way into the bones 
of the face, producing long 
suffering, disfigurement and 
sometimes even proceed until 
they destroy the life of the 
individual. 

Pyorrhea encourages the 
growth of pus-producing or- 
ganisms, which form their 
purulent matter around the 
teeth. This is discharged into 
the mouth with every act of 
mastication, thus often help- 
ing to cause stomach and 
other intestinal diseases. 


Through the poisons that 
are produced by the absorp- 
tion from these centers of pus 
the vital organs of the body 
are frequently disturbed. 


Disease of the intestinal tract, — 
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which is often secondary to 
infected teeth, even in its 
early stages, is very distress- 
ing and has a terribly de- 
pressing effect on the suf- 
ferer. It has been said that 
no man dies a heroic death 
who has a disease of the 
stomach or intestinal tract. 
The formation of the pus 
in the mouth is often long 
neglected, whereas if a small 
scratch on the finger becomes 
infected and pus forms the 
doctor is generally called in 
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consultation immediately be- 
cause of the fear of blood 
poisoning. 

Long life, happiness and 
prosperity depend much upon 
a clean mouth full of healthy 
teeth. 

This talk is only to warn 
those who have not stopped 
to think of what evils come 
from neglecting the teeth. 
Do not forget the baby’s first 
dentition, as its entire life 
may be affected by the habits 
that are formed at that time.

YOUR INCOME TAX RETURN. 


The new income tax law requires a personal income 
tax return for the year 1917. If unmarried and your net 
income exceeds $1,000 or if married, your net income, in- 
cluding the income of your wife, is taxable if it exceeds 
$2,000. 

Blank forms may be secured from the Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue of: your district and should be returned 
properly filled out‘on any day after December 31,1917, but 
not later than March 1, 1918. | 

Failure to file your return within the time prescribed 
by law renders one liable to a penalty of not less than $20 
or more than $1,000. You will also be liable to a fifty per 
cent additional tax. 

An extension of thirty days may be secured on applica- 
tion to the collector if ill or absent from home. False or 
fraudulent return with intent to evade a proper payment ot 
income tax is penalized by an additional tax of one hundred 
per cent, a fine of $2,000 or one year’s imprisonment or both. 

For each dependent minor child, an additional exemp- 
tion of $200 is allowed. For example, if your family con- 
sists of. yourself, wife and three minor children, you are 
exempt up to $2,600. 

The proceeds of life insurance policies paid to individ- 
ual beneficiaries upon the death of the insured, is exempt. 
Also the value of property acquired by gift, bequest, devise 
or descent. It must be understood, however, that the in- 
come derived from such property is taxable. 

In making out your return of net income for the year, 
all legitimate expenses are allowed, including dues to dental 
societies, subscriptions to dental journals, the expense oi 
attending dental conventions, the rent paid for office rooms 
and the hire of office assistants, the cost of fuel, light, water, 
telephone, etc. If your office is located in your residence, 
the proportion of rent paid which is properly chargeable 
to the number of rooms so used may be claimed as a deduc- 
tion. 


Amounts sseadad for books, instruments and furni- 
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ture of office of a permanent character are not allowable as 
deductions. These items are held to be investments of 
capital upon which depreciation may be claimed. Personal 
contributions and gifts to chartered religious, charitable and 
scientific organizations are exempt if not in excess of fifteen 
per cent of net income. 

If your net income is in excess of $6,000 you are subject 
to an excess profit tax of eight per cent in adition to the 
regular income tax. 

New rulings and amendments may materially modify 
these requirements and you are advised to consult your 
banker, postmaster, or Collector of Internal Revenue as to 
these points before making out your income tax return. 

The amount of the tax is not burdensome to those of 
moderate income and figures out about as follows:

Married persons subtract $4 from the tax for each 
dependent child on income up to $4,000; $8 on all above 
$4,000. Single persons add $20 to the tax on income below 
$4,000 and $40 to the tax on incomes above $4,000.

To a healthy child 
a fairy story is an enchanting field cultivating the imagination 
and helping to make life worth while. 

The Dental Record relates the experience of a dentist, 
working for a little girl, “the nervous child of a college pro- 
fessor and very much interested in our war with Germany.” 
He pretends that the holes in her teeth were caused not by 
germs, but by Germans—-who were trying to get in as fast as 
they could in order to kill the nerve. 

The engine became a machine gun and the dentist no lon- 
ger a bogey, drilled away at the enemy—“the patient mean- 
while smiling encouragement.” | 

He hunted all the Germans from their dug-outs, and slew 
all but a few invisible snipers and outposts. These he under- 
took to disperse with a spray of poisonous gas. With the help 
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of Red Cross nurses in the form of cotton rolls and an Ameri- 
can fortress of cement and amalgam he brought the campaign 
to a successful conclusion and the patient had, instead of a ter- 
rible “‘visit to the dentist,” “the time of her life on the western 
front.” 

Isn’t this a pretty picture? 

Unnecessary to say, the dentist loved and sympathized 
with children, otherwise he would not have been able to enter 
into the romance of the thing and thus allay the fears of.a 
nervous child and make a play spell of an otherwise trying half 
hour. 

Try this suggestion for your next nervous little patient. 





HEALTH—A NATIONAL ASSET 


N view of the lessons of the army draft with its thou- 
| sands of rejections (estimated at twenty-five per cent) 
of men in the prime of life and when supposed to be 
at the highest of physical vigor, it would seem an 
essential to provide free medical treatment and diagnosis to 
every member of the community and this to be paid for by 
the state. This may seem revolutionary; it is. But most of 
our ideas of values have been turned topsey turvey with 
our advent in this war. Events move with startling rap- 
idity and over night as it were, the world has been moved 
forward a decade. Heretofore only the very rich and the 
very poor have received the best medical service. Society 
cannot countenance the continuation of a condition in which 
one-quarter of its manhood are physically unfit for army 
service, largely the result of ignorance and neglect. No 
matter what the cost it will be an economy to the state 
to restore one-quarter of its members to health and the 
highest efficiency. 

What can be accomplished in this direction is indicated 
in the great improvement shown in infant and child mor- 
bidity, and the successful fight against tuberculosis. Com- 
municable diseases are preventable, and degenerative dis- 
eases of adult life are prevented and indefinitely postponed 
by proper diet and habit. 

The principal defect discovered in the draft was tuber- 
culosis of the lungs; about five per cent and this among 
men who had absolutely no knowledge of such a condition ; 
defects of sight, extremities and heart were the next most 
frequent causes of exemptions. 

The number rejected on account of poor teeth were 
surprisingly few. Undoubtedly this is due to the work of 





dentists; the. Dental Preparedness League, and the Army © 
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Dental Corps, allowing an army standard of acceptance of 
men with few natural teeth or none at all, provided that 
they had plates that fitted well. 

The draft and all it has revealed as to actual health 
conditions, is to have a far reaching influence on the public 
health. If it should do no more than to demonstrate the 
need and value of a complete physical examination annually 
of every person, it will have been worth while.

Local dentists have volunteered to examine and treat such children as 
are recommended to them by proper authority. 





HARDLY a day passes but we receive requests from dentists for 
material suitable for publication in the daily press. Every number of 
the magazine contains material of this nature, and it is inserted largely 
for this purpose.

Muwnclir, IND., is to have a new dental dispensary in the high school 
building for the benefit of the worthy poor school children. The Del- 
aware County Dental Association is looking after the details and its 
members have agreed to furnish their services free until such time as 
the municipality can pay for dental operators. 





Zinc, Sulphide, and Radium are now employed by the allied armies 
in producing a luminous paint, which can be used to advantage on the 
darkest night for many purposes, including signaling up to sixty feet. 
Watch and compass dials, a luminous tape, signs, and directing arrows 
are especially useful in trench warfare in close proximity to the enemy. 





MANUFACTURERS are urged by the Government authorities to 
abolish the number of free samples as a means of selling their wares. 
Contents and containers cost money and keep from other needs essen- 
tial in warfare. As a war measure, would it not be advisable to dis- 
continue sampling the dental trade? At best, it is an expensive form 
of publicity and of questionable value. : 





THE common drinking cup has been legislated out of existence in 
many states, and is rapidly disappearing from public places, but we 
still put wp with the insanitary, half washed soda water containers. 
At the present prices paid for ice cream (?) soda water profits are 
large, and we should insist on the employment of individual paper 
containers, both for soda water and ice cream. 
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THE small immersion type of electric heater that has all the ap- 
pearance of an anarchist bomb, including the wiring, familiar to most 
dentists, is now being employed in other fields. Hastening the un- 
loading of tank cars in winter by heating the contents and making the 
flow easier. Cars containing cocoanut oil in tanks and barrels are 
released earlier, demurrage charges are saved and the method is free 
from fire risk. 





IMMEDIATELY following word of the terrible disaster to the City of 
Halifax, a special dental unit was organized, consisting of members of 
the Visiting Staff of the Forsyth Dental Infirmary. The services of 
this unit was placed at the command of Gov. McCall. While the offer 
has not been accepted, the value of such an institution as the Forsyth 
in thus being prepared to instantly place in the field a completely 
equipped unit is a great public health asset. 





OnE of the reasons milk is high in price is the fact that the num- 
ber of cattle in the world has decreased 28,000,000 head. We are 
exporting huge quantities of our dairy products. Previous to the war, 
18,000,000 pounds of condensed milk per annum; last year, 26,000,000 ° 
pounds; for the same periods the cheese exports amounted to 3,700,000 
pounds and 660,000,000 pounds. Butter exports increased from 4,500,- 
000 pounds to 27,000,000 pounds. 





THE teeth of ten thousand children in the Omaha, Nebr., public 
schools need dental attention and the parents cannot afford to pay for 
the same. Last year 2,183 children were cared for by the dentists for 
which the public gave $4,200.48, and the dentists $2,000.00 to support 
the work. A dental dispensary day to collect funds was set for De- 
cember 8th, and an office and street campaign instituted to raise $10,- 
000.00 to carry on the work. 





Berore the war is brought to a successful issue, many foolish pre- 
judices as to foods must be overcome. Skimmed milk, except for the 
removed fats, contains wholesome and exceptionally nutritive food 
value. Horse flesh is not less wholesome than that of the cow, and 
its use has made it possible for the poor of New York City to keep 
ee soup-pot boiling during the winter, who otherwise could not have 

one so. 





OSLER, in speaking recently of “the needless deaths of peace,” stated 
that in 1915, “while nine of our soldiers, abroad, died every hour to save 
their country, twelve babies died at home in the same time.” He said 
of syphilis that it is an easy first amongst the ten best killers; and of 
the gonococcus, that although it is not a great destroyer of life, it is 
the greatest known preventer of life. “With thirty to forty per cent. 
of all cases of congenital blindness, with the chronic pelvic mischief in 
women, and with the unhappiness of sterile marriages, as a misery 
producer, the gonococcus is king among germs.”—Journal American 
Medical Association. 





Rep Cross and Base Hospital Units are creating a serious short- 
age of professional nurses. It is stated that the Red Cross alone has 
been draining the resources of the country at the rate of two hundred 
nurses a day. The Mayor’s Committee on National Defense, New 
York City, is taking a census of all nursing resources of the munici- 
pality, with a view of establishing a bureau through which effective 
readjustments of trained and volunteer service can be made. 
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. Wira the dearth of coal in France, it is necessary to have a “coal 
card” before one is allowed to purchase even a small amount of fuel. 
By a recent ruling, the liberal professions are granted special privi- 
leges; lawyers, physicians and dentists are obliged to have a room in 
which they receive their clients, also a waiting room. It is estimated 
that these rooms. would have to be heated on an average of four hours 
a day; 216 hours of heating a month which is to be added to the 
amount apportioned for each individual card. 





THE cost of a glass milk bottle is about four cents; its average 
life is twenty-six trips. The cheapest paper milk bottle costs between 
one and one-half to two cents each purchased in large quantities. 
They can only be used once, cannot be properly cleansed, nor can the 
milk.be pasteurized in them. It is impossible to insure the removal 
of foreign matter, including dust and insects likely to get in them 
during manufacturing or storage. The glass milk bottle is still with 
us, and likely to remain. 





A NEw idea, and a very commendable one in medical clinics, is that 
of the New York Clinic for Speech Defects, located at 143 East 37th 
St., New York City. It is open daily from 4 to 6 P:M., and on Mon- 
day, Wednesday and Friday evenings, from 8 to 10 P.M. It is com- 
posed of a number of departments, viz., Medical, Dental, Nervous, 
Mental, Re-educational, and Lip Reading. The project is being 
financed by private philanthropists and is non-sectarian.

THe American peanut at “five a bag,” the joy of the circus and 
childhood, long limited to a confection and as a food, and considered 
a joke, has risen to the dignity of a first-class food, taking the place in 
the pantry alongside of corn and wheat. It has rescued the cotton 
farmer from the boll-weevil and its destroying one-crop system. 
Texas has planted this year 600,000 acres of peanuts. The whole 
South over two million acres, about double that of former years. The 
peanut is food for men, grain and forage for stock and for the hog 
equal to clover and alfalfa. The peanut is now one of the most de- 
pendable sources of vegetable oils. Much of the so-called olive oil we 
use is squeezed from the peanut, and then there is the palatable ground 
peanut, sometimes called “peanut butter,” that goes to make a dainty

NOTWITHSTANDING the demand for men to serve in the army and 
the need of workers on every hand; with Indian corn standing uncut 
in the fields and other foodstuffs rotting; with our mines and the 
railroads handicapped for labor, the willing and wunoffensive Chinese 
have been and are now debarred from our shores; this largely through 
foolish prejudice. In the present crisis they would be far superior to 
the untrained, unlettered hordes of “Slovacks,” Hungarians, and semi- 
‘anarchists from Southern Europe. We have freely admitted them and 
they refuse to become citizens, are a dangerous menace and a sore spot 
in any community. . 
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Unoer the title, “Are Gold Crowns Dangerous?” a dentist, in the 
November issue of the British Journal of Dental Science, is convinced 
of its truth. A case under his observation, a patient 87, with a num- 
ber of gold crowns, complained of a pain in a lower molar. The 
offending tooth was removed and proved to be abscessed. Three 
weeks later the man died, and the writer considers that had the tooth 
been extracted rather than crowned the patient would not have died. 
All of which reminds us of the story of the old gentlemen who per- 
sisted in eating two eggs each morning for his breakfast. He was 
warned that this was a dangerous practice, and if continued would 
result disastrously. He refused to accept good advice, and sure enough 
they “got him in the end.” He died at the age of 90. If he had re- 
— and cut out the eggs for breakfast he would probably be alive 
today ! 





THE Rockefeller Foundation, through its Sanitary Commission, is 
responsible for the fight against hook worm. Much has been accom- 
plished among the negroes and the poor white population of the South 
to eradicate the disease. The problem, however, is international. 
India and South China are a hotbed of infection. The commission in 
a recent report show that in South China about one-seventh of the 
population is suffering from infection. In China, where horses and 
cows are few, human excrement is uniformly used for fertilizing pur- 
poses. With an absence of foot covering, the disease spreads uncon- 
trolled and no effort is made by the Chinese government for its relief. 
This could not be otherwise in a country with the vast majority of its 
population living from hand to mouth and human life held in slight 
esteem. The Rockefeller foundation is busy with the problem, and it 
well says: “Curing persons of hook worm infection is of little value 
unless steps are ‘taken to prevent reinfection.” 





THE needs of war are rapidly demonstrating the fact that the 
motor truck is an essential and not in the perfumed soap and cosmetic 
class. With the railroads overwhelmed with business, the truck is 
reaching out over new territory and doing transportation work in fields 
heretofore regarded as exclusively ag epg | to the railroads. A year 
ago the firm employing motor trucks for a fifty-mile haul were consid- 
ered pioneers. A fleet of twenty-two trucks is employed daily between 
New York and Philadelphia, and has been in successful operation for 
over six months. The journey is made in one night. By railroad, 
under existing conditions, it requires from five to seven days. The 

oodyear Tire and Rubber Company maintains a fleet of trucks be- 
tween its manufacturing plant at Akron, Ohio, and Boston, Mass., a 
distance of 1,500 miles. The trucks maintain a regular schedule laden 
with tires and other products from the Akron factories: and return 
with loads of material, including cotton fabric from the Company’s 
mills in Connecticut. The truck has been of immense assistance in the 
construction of cantonments and shipyards, and is to be an important 
factor in the transportation problems of the future.

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Calxine, the time saver 


If you think of Calxine only as a 
seal for dressings, you are missing many 
opportunities to conserve your time 
and to save your patients annoyance 
and inconvenience. 


For Instance: 
BEFORE ADJUSTINGjTHE RUBBER DAM 


Even with the help of an assistant, it is a 
difficult and time-consuming task to adjust the 
rubber dam for proximal or gingival cavities. 
This is especially true when decay extends 
well below the gum and a hypertrophied con- 
dition of the gum has been caused by saw-like 
enamel edges. If a little Calxine is mixed thin 
and placed in the cavity, it will set quickly and 
will hold the gum out of the cavity until the 
adjustment of the dam is complete. Calxine 
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has a light, chalky consistency that allows it 
to be removed very easily and quickly after its 
purpose is served. | 


WHEN TAKING INLAY IMPRESSIONS 


In preparing cavities for inlays a good deal of 
tooth structure and time is often sacrificed to 
avoid undercuts that would prevent the removal 
of the wax model from the cavity. This may be 
avoided by filling the undercuts with Calxine 
while taking the impression. The Calxine is 
readily carved to the desired form for the 
cavity and the impression is then taken as 
usual. When the inlay is set, the Calxine may 
be removed and replaced with adhesive cement. 
In sensitive cavities it is good practice to 
leave it. 


These are only two of the time-consuming 
operations that may be hastened by the 
use of Calxine. Calxine may often be 
used to advantage as a filling material 
for the teeth of very small children and 
as an obtundent lining for other filling 
materials. Calxine should always be 
used to seal dressings.
